The number of youth that break down jn 
consequence of oxcessive corebral activity is 
countless. ‘Tho diseaso may pass under soma 
othor name, even dysontery, aa in a oaso that 
smo under my notioe only last weok. A lady 
informed me thue uervuly child. a daughter, 
fourteen years old, had died at school of dysen« 
tery, though the digeaso seomod light, and her 
physioinos had declared, au hour or two befure 
sho died, that there was no dangor. I nacor- 
tained, however that sho was one of those intel- 
lectual children who are fond of study, and that 
she had been encouraged to use ber brain totho 
utmost extent, with none of those oxercises and 
recreations which might havo checked the rain- 
ous effect of such a cour: In this condition 
sho wns attacked by a disease which, undor 
othor circamstances, would not have been 
serious, and sho wanted the nervous energy to 
resist it. This case illustrates an effect of exe 
cessive cerebral exorcise too much overlooked. 
I monn the inability to bear the least shook of 
disenso in nny othor orga, as if tho vital forces 
had all beeo used up ia supplying the demands 
ofthe brain, Tho ordinary ‘manifestations of 
thie condition are 80 common that, in conse~ 
quenco of their yery coumonness, thoy faill to 
make any impression upon us. Foreigners 
come among us to see it and sponk of it. Sir 
Charles Fox, one of the commissioners of the 
Crystal Palace, whilo in Boston, not long since, 
visited ono of the high schools for girls. On 
coming away he rewarkod to bis friend, “you 
seom to bo troining your girly for the lunatic 
asylum.” Such was tho impression made upon 
an intelligent stronger by their intellectual 
achievements in conncotion with their pale and 
sallow faces.
